detriment of many of our coreligionists. We hope the incident will serve 
as a lesson to all journalists to exercise greater care in publishing a libel 
against a people. The great daily organ in question ought to have been 
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M. Fould held this post under the Prince-President Napoleon, and subse- 
quently under the Empire. The comparatively small band of French 
Jews has always taken a conspicuous share in the administration of the 
State, in spite of sporadic outbursts of anti-Semitism; and the latest 
appointment is proof that this tradition is being continued. In 
three great European Governments now—those of Italy, France and 
tngland—Jews occupy a conspicuous place, In one of them a Jew is 
actually Prime Minister. Our people have a voice in both groups of 
Kuropean Powers-—the Triple Alliance and the Triple Entente. Yet the 


“balk of the race remains in an abject and hopeless slavery. The brillianey 


of the Ministerial constellation only sets off more sharply the utter 
darkness of the surrounding sky. 


Attention was last week called in this journal 
to the forthcoming meeting of the Universal Races 
Congress. The Congress was born in the brain of 
a dew (Professor Felix Adler). It is to be 
addressed by Mr. Zangwill. And it has, quite obviously, a vast significance 
for the Jewish race. The Jewish problem has long ceased to be exclu- 
sively religious. It is to-day largely racial. The political situation 
throughout the world is; of course, the resultant produced by the 
elashing of many races. The miserable Jewish situation is equally the 
product of racial rivalries and animosity—a war between one race and 
many. To-day many people continue their attitude of racial discrimina- 
tion against Jews. The Aliens Acts onthe various Statute Books are a 
written embodimehbt of the inter-raciai differences. But the clash of the 
Jewish and non-Jewish peoples has brought no advantage to either camp. 
The weapon of the Jew has been the unsatisfactory and unreliable one of 
the bank-balance of a rich. minority. History bas shown its. total 
inadequacy. The methods of the Jew's opponents have consisted of oppres- 
sion, fluctuating in-intensity, the only result of which has been to create 
a wandering people—a sort of shifting cargo, rolling from point to point, 
and causing a dangerous list in more than one ship of State. © The Univer- 
sal Races Congress may, we hope, help to saner policies. It will gather 
the numerous peoples together, and bring them face to face, colleetively, 
with the Jewish question. How should the old differences between the 
Jews and the other races be adjusted ? might be one of the questions put 
to the Congress. Should not the old habit of haphazard-hitting give way 
to an ordered settlement based on a general review of racial conditions, 
and the eternal laws of justice? Ought not the Jewish question: -which is 
a world question —to be settled by a world conference, and the world’s con- 
science ? And ean it continue to receive its present aimless treatment with- 
out infinite damage to all parties ? These are some of the questions which 
should be placed before the coming Congress. We welcome the assembly. 
We rejoice in the opportunity of changing the venue fron the obscure 
department of an Immigration board or the meeting-place of the pogrom- 
mongers, to the conference chamber of the peoples in congress. Weare 
not without hope that the coming gathering will begin a new and more 
statesmanlike chapter in the history of our age-longy race, 
| We wish that the authoritative article on the situation 
The Russian _ of the Russian Jews which Mr. D. Feinberg, the General 
Position. Secretary of the Ica in St. Petersburg, contributed to 
the American Monthiy Jewish Review, and to which 
we recently made reference, could be published broadcast. The article 
throws a powerful light on the agony of the Russo-Jewish position. 
It shows how the gradual withdrawal of educational facilities 
was being brought about, until it revolted the sense and the 
feelings of even Russian Gentiles, and led to the overthrow of the 
responsible Minister. But this cunning attempt to hurl the Jews into 
the darkness in which the wretched moujik gropes was only part of a 
system that astonished by its scientific craeity. The Duma piles one 
restriction upon another, the cumulative etfect of which on the Jews 
is overwhelming. Exile, the relentless march of invention § (fol- 
lowed by the ever increasing use of machinery),. and the rise of 
co-operative societies are helping to complete the ruin which 
educational oppression has begun. And to all is super-added the 
cholera scourge, with the shadow of the pogrom never far from the Jewish 
hearth. ‘In the desperate struggle for its daily bread, in perpetual fear 
of the coming day, living in an atmosphere of hatred and contempt, does 
the Jewish population of close upon five millions pine away; nor does it 
see any way out of this position in the gloomy future.” But do the

Russian oppressors think this tragedy can proceed to its natural consum- - 


mation without spreading havoc among the rest of the population? And 
what of the Jews who live amid more generous conditions 2? The words of 
Mordecai to Esther come irresistibly to mind. ‘Think not with thyself 
that thou shalt escape in the King’s house, more than all the Jews.” 


A timely and valuable address was that which Dr. 
Redcliffe Salaman delivered at the Union of Jewish 
Literary Societies reported in our last issue. The 
lecture, we are glad to say, was exceedingly well 
attended ; and the large audience was not only a tribute to the lecturer 
but a very welcome reminder that the literary movement in our midst 
is far from dead, Dre. Salaman’s subject was “Heredity and the Jew.” 
In the course of his speech, he dealt effectively with the question of inter- 
marriage. Dr. Salaman brought scientific inquiry to the assistance of 
religious sentiment, and showed by a series of striking propositions how 
completely intermarriage ensures the swamping of the Jew. According 
to his investigations conducted into the cases of 258 children of mixed 
marriages, 230 of the children referred to were pronouncedly Gentile in 
appearance. Sixteen were doubtful; and only in 12 cases did the 
Jewish features unmistakably survive. Nor was the suppression of the 
Jewish facial identity the sole result ascertained. According to: Dr. 
Salaman there is evidence to prove that toa very great extent the mental 
follow the physical attributes. The intellectual individuality of the Jew 
disappears along with his facial distinctiveness. The child of inter- 
marriage is merged, mentally and physically, in the dominant mass of 
‘Christianity. What chance Jewish faith and practice are likely to possess 
in many such cases need hardly be laboured tere. Dr. Salaman’s proposi- 
tions. may be challenged, perhaps. We ourselves should like to. see 
‘experiments on his lines carried out ona larger seale. But of the broad 
‘truth to which Dr. Salaman’s investigations Jead there can be no doubt. 
The intermarriage of the minority with the majority must mean, so far as 
the minority is concerned, “the end of all things,” religious and racial. 
If intermarriage is the crowning act, and most forcible expression, of the 
assimilation tendency, then, as Dr. Salaman says, there is really no such 
thing as assimilation: the Jew is not assimilated; he is swallowed up.

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Mr. HENRY LUCAS. 


We deeply regret to record the death of Mr. Henry Lueas, which took 


place early Saturday morning at his 
country residence, * Bramblehurst,” Kast 
Grinstead. 


Henry Lucas was born in May, 1842. 
He was a son of the late Louis Lueas, 
who was one of the founders and principal 
members of the New Synagogue, a fact 
to which the deceased had more than 
once occasion to refer, when the fate of 
the New Synagogue came up for discus- 
sion at the United Synagogue. He was 
educated at University College and read 
for the Bar, being called by Lineoln's 
Inn in 1S). His legal work did not 
bring him under prominent publi¢ notice: 


as an equity draughtsman and convey- 
anecer. These duties left him time to 
devote himself to public philan- 
thropie work. Among. the institutions 
Mr. Henry Lucas. to which he first gave his attention 

| ; were the Jews’ Orphan Asvlum and 

the Westminster Jews’ Free School. Somewhat later he joined the Jewish 
Association for the’ Diffusion of Religious 
Knowledge, of which he was appointed’ 
Treasurer in 1882 and afterwards became 


he, practised till his retirement in 1891 | 


labouring under great difliculties which were only relieved by the munifi- 
cence of the late Sir J. Blundell Maple. As Chairman of the Rebuilding 
Committee he received King Edward (then Prince of Wales) on the occasion 
of the laying of the foundation stone of the new hospital, and in 1906, when 
the building was opened, he received the Duke of Connaught. Mr. Lucas’s 
influential help was of the greatest assistance to the hospital, which was 
greatly indebted to him for his quiet and steady work on its behalf. 

Mr. Lucas married Alice, the accomplished daughter of the late N. M. 
Montefiore, Mrs. Lucas has enriched Jewish literature by her transla- 
tions of the Hebrew poets, notably her “Songs of Zion” and “ The Jewish 
Year.” She translated Cassel’s Manual of Jewish History and collaborated 
with,Mr. Israel Abrahams in a handbook introductory to the Yellin method 
of teaching Hebrew. Three children survive, Frances, married to Mr. Arthur 
Stiebel ; Nathaniel Sampson, who married Floretta,. Sebag-Montefiore, and 
Emma. One son, George Horatio, died in infancy.

1 cannot speak without deep emotion of what Mr. Lueas accomplished for 
our Religious Edueation Board. It was in the year 1882 that I asked him, 
not without misgiving, lest he might refuse, to undertake the duties of 
Treasurer of the Association for Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. He 
readily assented. Since that date the volume of work undertaken by the 
institution has increased by leaps and bounds. Cheerfully he bowed his 
shoulder to bear as our President for over twenty years the burden of pro- 
viding for the religious education of ten thousand of our children, of 
presiding at our meetings, of solving the many complex questions that 
arose, and of engaging in the arduous task of stimulating communal 
generosity. It is barely three weeks ago that he wrote to me expressing 
his sorrow that he could not then join in the task of. preparing for the 
dinner to be held at the beginning of next year to replenish our exhausted 
funds. A festival cannot now be celebrated, but the work must not be per- 
mitted to languish. ‘God buries His workmen but continues His work.” 
Oh, that the example of Henry Lucas may stimulate those dear to him, and 
an ever-increasing band of young mén and women to labour for their faith, 
and to try to make the world better and happier! What ‘will become of 
Judaism; what will become of our institutions, if there are no sturdy 
recruits to take the place of the veterans who are removed from earth! He 
has entered upon his rest. He is redeemed from the pangs and the frets of 
earth. God hath given his beloved sleep. The lines penned by his devoted 
wife, based upon the words of'ancient wisdom, will bring home to all of you 
the divine comfort breathed by our faith !

BY ONE WHO KNEW HIM. 

By the lamented death of Mr. Henry Lucas the Jewish community has 
lost one of its oldest and most strenuous workers, and it is no exaggeration 
to say that he died—as he lived—in harness. Quiet and unostentatious, 
very few probably knew how much he did, not only for the poorer members 
of the community, but for all those with whom he came in contact: and 
though he shrank from every form of publicity, there are many public insti- 
tutions and private individuals who have reason to be grateful for the many 
acts of charity they have received from his hands. Kindliness and con- 
Scientiousness were the watch-words of his simple, hard-working life. 
Whatever he undertook was done with a thoroughness of spirit that many 
might emulate; he never spared himself or his time, and no detail in his 
work, however trivial, was too unimportant for him to give it bis attention. 
Whether as President of the Jewish Religious Education Board, or as Chaire 
man of the University College Hospital, his broadness of mind won him the 
respect of all his fellow-workers; and though a devoted adherent of the 
Jewish faith and regular attendant at the synagogue, he was as popular 
among his Christian friends, both in the country and in town, as he was 
with those of his own race. Courteous in manner, cultivated in mind, 
he was the best example of the true type of an leaglish gentleman, and the 
world is, indeed, the poorer for his loss. Would that we had more of his 
kind in our midst, and may his example stir the members of our 4

Ginzburg, who belonged to a branch of the well 
known Russo-Jewish family of that name, was. in 
his fiftieth year. He was born at Grodno, Russia, 
apd came to. England in 1896 as a direct result. 
Russian treatment of Jews, engaging himself i 
his trade as a printer in Leman Street. Mr. 


interested himself largely in synagogal and 
Hebrew study work in the East End. He was 
one of the founders of the Bethnal Green Grea: 
Synagogue, and heoccupied the post of Treasure: 
at the Cannon Street Road Synagogue. He was 
President of the Chevra Tehillim, Cannon Stree: 
Road, and was one of the: founders of the Little 
Alie Street Synagogue. Some years ago he was 
instrumental in founding the “ Hachnosas Orchim,” a society for relieving 
destitute poor, 

From the inception of the movement Mr. Ginzburg took an ardent 
interest in Zionism. He was at the time of his death, and had been withslight 
intermission since its foundation, a member of the Executive Committee Of 
the English Zionist Federation, acting at one period as Chairman. He 
belonged to the Mizrachi section of Zionists and was prominently associated 
with all phases of the movement in this country. Mr. Ginzburg leaves an 
aged father, widow, and two daughters to mourn his loss. An earnest Jey 
and a good friend of the poor, his death will cause a painful void forlong to 
eome.

Of course, however, the Bishop of Stepney, who was present to give 
the Society his priestly benediction, went one better than Sir John Kenna- 
way. He could see nothing in the East End —of all places in the world— 
more worthy of Christian effort than “ winning,” mark the word !—* win- 
ning” Jews “to our blessed Saviour.” When one thinks of the degradation, 
the misery, the ignorance, the moral and material filth that fill the rightful 
diocese of the Bishop of Stepney, and hears him say that no more blessed work 
than breaking Jewish faith has to be done in the Kast End, one wonders 
that the very stones of the street do not call out against him. But, the 
choice part of the Bishop's speech was that in which he set out the methods 
by which the Society's work should be carried on.

A Jew Appointed Minister of Finance.

M. Lucien Klotz, who has been given the portfolio of Finance in the 
reconstructed Cabinet of M. Briand, is one of the best known and most 
widely appreciated personalities in the parlia- 
mentary world. Although still comparatively 
young he has acquired great authority in the 
Chamber of Deputies by his special knowledge 
of financial matters in relation to the Budget,

years old—ot a family which originally lived in 
Alsace. He commenced his public life as a 
journalist, and edited the Voltaire, a Radical 
paper. In 18¥8 he was elected deputy for the 
Department of the Somme, and has since then 
been re-elected every four years with large 
majorities. In the Chamber of Deputies his 
capacity for work rapidly brought him to the 
front, and on several occasions he was 
appointed a member of the Budget Committee.

and War. More recently he was elected President of the Customs Committee, 
the labours of which he directed ‘for two years, with the result that the 
Chamber adopted a measure for the revision of Customs tariffs. After the 
general election of this year he was designated as General Reporter on the 
Budget for the vear 1911. These different stages in M. hlotz’s political 
eareer show that he is pre-eminently fitted for the important post of 
Minister of Finance, especially at a time when financial reforms are under 
consideration. 

In connection with M. Klotz's appointment it is interesting to note that 
since the emancipation of the Jews in France he is the sixth Jew to enter a 
French Cabinet, and the third Jewish Minister of Finance. His two pre- 
decessors in this oflice were Michel Goudchaux, who served only a few days 
as such in the Provisional Government of 1848, but again received the same 
portfolio in the Ministry of General Cavaignac ; and Achille Fould, appointed 
by the Prince-President Louis Napoleon in 1849 and re-appointed by him as 
Emperor, vacating the ottice in 1852 to become Minister of State. Adolphe 
Cremieux was a member of the Provisional Government of 1848 ; on the 
fall of the Third Empire in 1870 he became member of the Government of 
National Defence and Minister of Justice. It was in the latter capacity that

It is peculiar that it has not appeared }) 
other German newspapers; but it is well known that more than half the German 
Press is in the hands of the Jews. 

The paragraph is cleverly coneocted, but it isa mischievous distortion 0 
the facts. It is quite true that a meeting of orthodox Jews took place, at 
which some Rabbis were present. But the object of the meeting was not 
the discussion of Ernesto Nathan's speech, but solely the election of repre 
sentatives on the Communal Council. What happened was that a young and 
unknown man went round with some paper collecting signatures. A pparently 
this document contained the declaration described by the Catholic Times asa 
resolution. A few uninterested people, who barely understood what ‘he 
document was all about, good-naturedly gave their signatures. Needless to 
say, the meeting had nothing whatever todo with the matter. The paragraph 
gives an insight into the manner in which “news” is manufactured.

Cholera in Turkey.

CONSTANTINOPLE. 

During the last fortnight we have had to deplore the death, in this city, 
of six Jews from cholera ; but Tam glad to report that sanitary conditions 
have considerably improved since then. On the other hand, televrams from 
agdad announce that cholera has made its appearance there to a disquieting 
extent. Nearly every case has been fatal. The Minister of the Interior has 
telegraphed to the local authorities directing them to adopt energetic 
measures in order to arrest the severity of the epidemic. 


Murders of Jews in Egypt. 
[From our Correspondent. | 
ALENANDRIA. 

The inquiry into the murder of the four Jewish jewellers, which I have 
already reported, has been continued. Thirteen Bedouins are under arrest 
tor complicity in the crime. The Government has discharged its duties 
with the utmost devotion. Thanks to its tact it was able to obtain full con- 
fessions from the accused persons, on whom, no doubt, exemplary punishment 
will be inflieted. Unfortunately the other two bodies have not yet been 
found; the bodies of the two victims which had been temporarily interred 
in the district of Borollos, have been exhumed and embalmed and conveyed 
here, at the expense of the Government, for burial in the Jewish cemetery. 
The funeral took place in the presence of the Chief Rabbi, several members 
of the Jewish clergy, and influential representatives of the community as 
well as the representatives of the Government. 


The Death of M. Levinsky. 


The refusal of General Tolmatcheff to allow various deputations to 
speak at the interment of M. Levinsky created a very bad impression at 
Odessa, The Prefect at first consented to permit a speech by M. Ussischkin. 
An hour later, however, he withdrew his permission, and an order was 
issued on the day of the funeral prohibiting speeches at the burial ground. 
The Prefect had, however, no occasion to interfere with the vast crowds 
during the procession, as the Jewish students maintained strict order during 
the day.  M. Levinsky’s grave is close to those of M. Lilienblum and the 
victims of the pogrom, in accordance with the deceased's wishes. 

_ A considerable sum of money has already been collected in Russia for 
the purpose of opening a seminary in Jaffa in M. Levinsky’s name, with a 
view Lo training female teachers for elementary schools in Palestine. 

In his will, M. Levinsky has expressed a desire that his children should

After discussion, it was resolved toa point a sub- 
committee to draw up the rules and .regulations, which will be submitted to 
the members at a later date for confirmation. The object of the Guild is to 
encourage intellectual and artistic pursuits and thought upon Jewish ques- 
tions, and to provide a centre of assemblage for social intercourse, for 
exchange of opinions and other mutual improvement. 


The Russian Government and Citizens’ Lives. 

To the general astonishment of the Russian Jews the supreme Court- 
Martial has rejected the petition for a revision of the cases of Glusker and 
Zmackin. It will be remembered that the former sutfered execution and the 
latter was despatched to a Siberian penal servitude prison a considerable 
time ago. Sinee then it has been discovered that other people had com- 


mitted the crime attributed to them, and the real miscreants were executed 


afew months ago. The Russian Court-Martial is still unwilling to clear the 
honour of Glusker's family and to enable the latter to claim compensation, 
and the unfortunate friend of M. Glusker, M. Zmackin, is still suffering in 
Siberia because his case is connected with that of aJew. It is noteworthy 
that the Court would not allow a lawyer to represent M. Glusker's family. 

It is reported from Vislovitz (on the Russo-Prussian frontier) that a 
patrol recently stopped a party of a hundred-and-eighteen emigrants, 
counting amongst them several Jews, and began to fire at them. Although 
the emigrants abandoned the idea of crossing the frontier, the Russian 
soldiers continued to shoot them down, killing two and wounding a 
considerable number. 


New Ica Representatives in Russia. 

The Central Committee of the Jewish Colonisation Association has sub- 
mitted to the Ministry for approval the names of the millionaires, Visotzky 
and Polak, who have been invited to act as new representatives of the lca 
in Rassia. 


Education in Russia. 


The Duma is now engaged in a keen discussion on the Education Bill 
presented by the Government. As regards the elementary schools, Jewish 
interest is centred on the attempt of the Opposition to diminish the influence 
of the Russian clergy on those schools, and to defeat the aim of the Govern- 
ment, Right and reactionary Octobrists to convert the schools into nests of 
extreme anti-Semitism and fanaticism. The Real Russians also propose to 
request the House to limit the admission of Jews into the elementary schools. 
The Opposition, on the other band, will invite the Duma to recognise 
Hebrew and Yiddish as languages in the institutions attended by Jewish 
children. The University Bill has not been modified by the new Education 
Minister in such a manner as to alter the restrictions in force against Jews, 
and things remain as they existed in the past. 

The new Minister has also rejected the petition of a Jewish school in the 
Wilna district to postpone the restrictions of his predecessor, whilst the 
Premier has declined to accept the petition of the Kieff Institute to post- 
pone the term of military service in the case of the hundred and twenty- 
eight Jewish students. 

The Minister of Commerce has permitted nineteen more Jews to enter 
the St. Petersburg Polytechnic. It is the first time for three years that 
such a favour has been granted to our coreligionists. 


The Russian Expulsions. 

The Kieff police have again visited all the Jewish firms in the city and, 
after careful examination, have exiled fifteen Jewish employes and 
instituted legal proceedings against sixty firms. The penalty in store for 
the latter is the confiscation of their goods and their expulsion from the city. 

Sixty-four Jewish artisans and their families have been banisbed from 
St. Petersburg for not having been found at work when visited by the police.

Djiemal Bev, Ex-Direetor of Police at Adrianople; who gained notoriety 
by his ill-treatment «f Jews, has been appointed Inspeetor of Police at Con- 
stantinople. It will be remembered that atter his removal from Adrianople 
he was given a similar appointment at Beyrouth, but his appointment there 
was cancelled on representations made by the non-Jewish population with 
reference to his cruelty to them.

A Reform Movement. 


Critical Congregational Situation. 

A movement that seriously threatens to make a breach in the hitherto 
united Birmingham Hebrew Congregation, has, we are informed, recently 
erystallised. For some time a number of members of the congregation have 
been urging Reforms inthe synagogue service, which, however, could not 
be conceded as being opposed to the orthodox principles upon which the 
congregation is founded. They would certainly not receive the sanction 
of the Chief Rabbi. deputation, we are given to 
recently waited upon the Council, when inter alia it was proposed that 
a large proportion of the should English, that the 
sexes should not be separated in the synagogue and that an organ should be 
installed. Failing the Council finding itself able to satisfy these demands, 
the determination has been intimated to found:a new synagogue in the 
Edgbaston district, the site and premises having been tentatively selected. 
‘Those responsible for the movement, however, have expressed their desire 
not to break away communally from the congregation and would be willing 
to remain allied to it fer all general purposes. It will be recollected that a 
few years agoa movement of the other extreme wing of the congregation—the 
strictly orthodox—-resulted in the formation of a Beth 
which has since become a regular place of worship. The. members 
however, are still members of the Birmingham Congregation under arrange- 
ments that, after prolonged negotiations, were come to with the Council of 
the main body. Some similar arrangement is suggested by those who are 
now agitating for Reform. It will, however, readily be seen that there is 
all the difference in the world between an Orthodox Congregation retaining 
within its fold such as are members of the Beth Hamedrash and those who 
would put into practice proposals of the nature favoured by Reformers. 
Birmingham has had a practically unbroken record of congregational unity, 
and this is now for the first time, we believe, seriously threatened. Till 
now diverse elements have managed to subsist under one synagogal control 
and, with the exception mentioned, underone synagogal roof. There can be 
little doubt that if the present movement develops into the formation of 
a separate synagogue a large number of members will be drawn from the 
parent body.

The Garnethill Hebrew Congregation. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 3 

S1r,—In your last issue there is published aletter from Mr. Bertie Heilbron, 
Hon. Treasurer of the Garnethill Synagogue and Convener of the Garnethill 
Shechita Board, complaining that the statement in your issue of 28th October 
that ‘a dispute has arisen between the Glasgow United Shechita Board and 
the Garnethill Shechita Board” was incorrect. The facts are as follows: 
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Some weeks ago Rabbi Hillman, whose authority is recognised by the United 
Shechita Board, publicly declared to be t'rifa the meat sold in a shop on the 
south side of the city, which had recently come under the jurisdiction of 
the Garnethill Shechita Board. In reply, it was publicly stated, on the 
authority of the Garnethill Shechita Board, that the meat sold in the shop 
in question was kosher. These announcements arose directly from the 
licensing of this shop by the Garnethill authorities, to the alleged injury of 
the United Shechita Board which, to protest against this license, convened a 
meeting which was held on Sunday, 23rd October. In reporting this meeting 
1 made the statement which Mr. Heilbron considers inaccurate but which, 
in view of the facts, I think was perfectly correct.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirn,—As Hon. Secretary to the Glasgow United Shechita Fund, I beg 
leave to point out with reference to the report which appeared in your issue 
of the 28th ult., if there was, as Mr. B. Heilbron contends, a serious mis- 
statement, it is certainly not in the sense implied by him. The true facts of 
the case in question are these: (1) The Garnethill Synagogue has for the 
last five years, despite repeated representations made to them, derived a 
revenue of some £60 or more annually from the Shechita in the South Side ; 
(2) Some five weeks ago, the Garnethill Synagogue, without any notice, or 
the least regard for uniformity of purpose, issued a licence to a butcher who 
has held a licence under my Board, by virtue of a solemn promise written 
and signed by him to the Rav that at no time. or under any cirenmstances, 
must he offer for sale at his shop, beef or poultry killed otherwise than under 
the supervision of the Rav. 

My Board, on learning of the new licence, informed the Rav about it, 
whereupon he sent a special messenger to the Wardens of the Garnethill 
Synagogue asking them to discuss the matter. They promised to come in 
the evening of that day, when seven delegates, appointed by my Board, 
waited at the residence of the Rav to meet them. To the great surprise of 
the Rav, and our delegates, after having waited for some three hours, a 
telephone message, on‘enquiry, was received from the other side that they 
refused to come. My Board at once communicated with the Chief Rabbi on 
the subject, pointing out that whilst the United Shechita. Fund, as the 
representative body of South Side Jews, had to provide, solely from the 
revenue of Shechita, some £12 weekly for the maintenance of purely communal 
requirements, the Garnethill Synagogue ignored these rejuirements and 
were intruding upon the Shechita in the South Side, for the immediate 
benefit of that synagogue, and were causing disintegration among the Jews 
in the South Side. A special meeting to protest against their act of 
intrusion was convened, and held on the 23rd ult. Resolutions condemning 
the action of the Garnethill Synagogue, and calling upon them to make 
“ restitution,” were moved, seconded and unanimously adopted. Mr. B. 
Heilbron asserts that the Garnethill Synagogue has pursued the same 
policy for the past fifteen years. Ihave only, with your kind permission, to 
bring to his recollection the fact that up to the end of June, 1905, there was 
no congregational Shechita in Glasgow. Thelate United Synagogue Council, 
which was a representative body composed of delegates from the three syna- 
gogues respectively, had under its control and sole management Shechita 
and other communal requirements. The dissolution of the Council which, 
by the way, was really effected at the express wish of the Garnethill Syna- 
gogue, took place at the time above mentioned. Since then, a state of 
rivalry exists, and, in consequence, both Kashruth proper, and communal 
requirements generally, suffer seriously. 

The Garnethill Synagogue, Mr. Heilbron states, do not solicit the 
support from anyone but their own members, yet they, without any solicita- 
tion, nay, under protest, have these last five years drawn most unjustly from 
the revenues of Shechita in the South side some £300 or more, as above 
explained, and which they have used for the immediate benefit of their 
synagogue, allowing other communal matters to be altogether neglected. 
As a proof, I beg to point out that their balance-sheet, recently issued, 
shows only a paltry sum of £1 odd which they contributed towards the epst 
of poor burials. My Board, like Mr. Heilbron, are very anxious that com- 
munal goodwill should not be impaired, and are at all times ready to give 
heed to all reasonable suggestions made for the welfare of the community 
at large. At the same time they are determined to disallow at all costs any 
act of intrusion. |

He was not looked 
upon as the head of the congregation, but as the servant of the community — 
asilave of many masters. That was especially the case in provincial con- 
gregations. Instead of the minister leading, he was led—and might God 
help him if he refused to be led—by what his Committee decided. “ We pay 
him and he must do what we want him to do,” was the motto of provincial 
congregations, As long as this state of affairs went on, as long as the door 
of the Committee-room was closed against the * paid official,” as long as the 
minister instead. of dictating was dictated to, so long would the Jewish 
pulpit bea benefitless and profitiess institution, and the Jewish minister a 
useless ornament. Nor was the Anglo-Jewish minister paid adequately for 
his ministrations. The highest salaries received by Jewish clerics were 
paid to the fortunate Rabbis of America. In England, with the exception 
of a few metropolitan ministers, the average minister was paid less than an 
engine-driver in France, whose minimum wage was £160 a year. He did not, 
he said, refer to his own salary, for in the opinion of some of his members he 
was getting toomach! What he did contend was that the ridiculously low 
stipend paid to Jewish ministers in this country was the sole reason why so 
few—if any at all—of the wealthier Jews had their sons trained for the 
ministry. To raise the standard of the Jewish pulpit and the status of the 
minister in this country, a great change must take place—a change which 
should place the minister in an independent position. The JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, Which was always on the side of the oppressed, and which had 
been instrumental in bringing about a Conference of Anglo-Jewish 
Ministers, had thrown out a most valuable suggestion in its issue ot 
last Friday. The CHRONICLE had suggested that a single remuneration fund 
should be created from which all salaries should be paid. In addition to the 
many advantages which such a scheme would -necessarily provide, the 
minister would then be the John Bull of his congregation, proclaiming his 
message fearlessly, and not having to hidé himself, like Jonah did, in the 
belly of a whale. In the discussion that followed Mrs. Koppell, Miss J.

INTERMARRIAGE: 
Our Probiem of Problems. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE *“ JEWISH CHRONICLE.”

Those who only 
care for their own material self and never think of their nation's futur 
those who shut their eves in order not to see the truth, harden their hearts + 
as hot to feel the sufferings of their brethren: those who teach their childre: 
any language that will improve the chances of their career, but not th: 
Hebrew language, any learning, but not Jewish learning; those who dis 
tribute their charity in all directions, in order to gain fame, but no 
towards national institutions—they are the root of the evil; it is agai: 
them that our combat has to be directed.

TO THE EDITOR OF THK ‘‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” | 

Sik,—T bave read with great interest the correspondence in your valued 
paper on the question of intermarriage, and have looked each week in vai 
for a letter giving another side of this great question, ie, that of the 
dowerless girl who, if she does not marry, has no prospect but to work tor 
her living all her life. There are many such girls nowadays, of geod 
parentage, but whose parents are unable to give them any dowry, and who, 
in fact, are obliged to get their living as typists, clerks, etc., girls 
of refinement and good education, many of whom when they reached 
a marriageable age were quite firm in their determination not to 
marry Outside the Jewish faith, and proved their determination by 
refusing what would be considered as good matches, except for the 
creat barrier of faith. As the years go on, however, they are foreed to 
realise that the opportunities such girls have of marrying Jews are very) 
scarce. The great majority of Jewish men to-day will not marry a girl who 
does not bring them some money, and the better position they themselves 
are in, the bigger the dowry they expect with their wives. Take the case o! 
a girl, without dowry, who at the age of twenty-two or twenty-three refuses 
an opportunity of marrying a non-Jew in a good position, her sole objection 
to him being the difference of faith. Time passes and she cannot help seeing 
that those of her friends who marry are those with dowries, while those with 
out- in the great majority of cases—are left. Now, Sir, when that 
girl reaches the age of twenty-eight or twenty-nine and has not had a) 
opportunity of marrying a Jew, should she waste the remainder of her Jest 
years in waiting on the offchance of meeting one who will marry her withow 
dower, should she resign herself to the fact that she must always depend 01 
her own exertions for her existence (so long as she is able to work, anid 
afterwards—who knows what?), or is she then jastified in marrying a Won- 
Jew who really cares for her and with whom the question of dowry does vot 
count? Of course, all Jewish parents have a rooted objection to mixecc 
marriages—and rightly so—and often it is the thought of the grief (ie) 
would cause their parents that prevents many girls from taking this step. 

I contend that it is the Jewish men of to-day who are responsible for 
so many girls marrying out of the Jewish faith, and that with the presen’ 
system of arranged marriages on a money basis it is inevitable that the 
number of Jewish girls who marry non-Jews must increase. It is a thousand 
pities, but can these girls be blamed, and, if 80, can anyone suggest a remedy :

BREAD, MEAT AND COAL SOCIETY.

Synagogue : 


We, the Hon. Officers and Members of the Board of Manayement of the Great 
Synagugue, in cur own names and on behalf of the entire body of the congregation, 
desire to convey to your lordship our sincere and heartfelt congratulations on the 
attainment of your seventieth birthday. While we feel that your services in the

N. M. ROTHSCHILD IN MANCHESTER, 


CENTURY-OLD BUSINESS LETTERS. 


The article in our last week's issue by Mr. Lucien Wolf, concerning the 
beginnings. of the banking-house of Messrs. N, M. 
refers to the dry-goods. business which Nathan Mayer Rothsehild (Lord 
Rothsehild’s grandfather), established in. Manchester when he first came to 
this country. Mr. Israel Solomons has kindly placed at.-our disposal a 
valuable collection of letters emanating from this period, addressed by 
N. M,. Rothschild to Mr. S. A. Levy, a merchant, of 12, Prescott. Street, 
Goodman's Fields. This Mr. Levy, about whom little has been ascertained, 
was a personal friend as well as a customer of Nathan Rothschild, and the 
chief interest of these letters lies in the personal notes’ written in hoth- 
schild’s own hand at the foot of the more formal business communications. Phe 
notes are in somewhat imperfect German (not. Yiddish), written in cursive 
Hebrew characters. Rothschild was apparently so accustomed to writing 
Hebrew that he wrote it so rapidly as to make his caligraphy very often 
almost illegible, but enough can be deciphered to obtain the general tenour 
of his notes to Mr. Levy.

The first letter and enclosure is dated the 2ith April, IS0t, from Man- 

chester, and notifies the despatch of goods to the value of £221 19s. 7d., 
“which } shall value upon Mr. Joseph Israels. in a short time, giving you 
the regular advice.” > This Mr. Israels, upon whom Rothschild drew bills to 
Mr. Levy's account, was apparently the latter's uncle. He resided at. 15, 
Great Prescott Street. The letter proceeds to sav that the goods * have 
been forwarded per Pickford’s Fly Waggon.” [tis curious to note how long 
this firm have been engaged in the transport of merchandise. The mis3ive 
concludes with the information that “ your velveteens, ete., are ina state of 
forwarding, and you may rely that no pains or attention will be wanting to 
execute the orders | have in hand from you, or those which | may have the 
honour to receive at any future period, to the best of your interest and 
The letter is signed * Your obedient Servant, N. M. 
Rothschild.” Then follows a Hebrew-German note, commencing * Mein leber 
Freund,’ and giving more chatty information about the despateh of the 
coods, An invoice is enclosed. 
In the next two or three letters a rift in the lute becomes discernible. 
As far as one can make out from Rothschild’s scribbled notes, Mr. Levy had 
suspected him of making some disparaging remarks about him to a Mr. de 
Yong. This suggestion Rothschild categorigally repudiates. swear bys 
God,” he declares, that have never said a word about you to Mr. de Yong.” 
He still addresses Mr. Levy as “my dear friend” in the German notes, but, 
as we shall see later, the friendly relations did not long continue. 


‘*Upon the Same Terms,” 


On the 28th June Rothsehild writes warning his friend,‘ You may be 
assured that you cannot do better than to forward me your orders imme- 
diately as goods are going rapidly higher, and in a very short time it 
would probably be out of my power to serve you at the same prices 
as at present.” By the 4th of July, the prices had evidently gone up, for 
we find Rothschild writing: “I have received your esteemed favour of the 
2nd instant, and can assure you that I have served you exactly at the same 
price and upon the same terms as I serve Messrs. Brothers Behrens, of 
Pyrmont, and Messrs. Gott. L. Goldschmid and Co. in Hamburg ; indeed, you 
have your goods upon better terms, as they pay: me in bills upon Messrs. A. 
Goldsmid and Co., London, and consequently have a commission to pay, 
which you have not.” He adds: * As to the plain’ velveteens, it will 
not be in my power to finish them in less time than four weeks, from 
the quantity of orders | have on hand ; you will therefore please to give me 
an answer by return of post whether I shall forward them for your account 
or not.” In his personal note—this time dictated but still in Hebrew 
characters— Rothschild assures Mr. Levy on his honour that he is charging 
him exactly the same terms as his other customers and signs himself * Ihr 
Freund und Diener.” | 

In another letter on the 4th of August, a further despatch of over £100 
worth of goods is notified and Rothschild proudly expresses the belief that 
the bale “from the good quality and low price of the goods will, I flatter 


myself, meet your approbation.” 


Never Made a Bad Debt. | 


On the 15th of August, Rothschild has again to write to justify himself 
in the eyes of his customer. “I have received your letter of the 1th inst,”’ 
he says, “and am much surprised that you should make complaints about 


the thicksetts, as I can prove to you by my books that I have not gained 


‘more than my regular commission of one penny a yard, and I do business 


with many houses from Hambro’ and your place exactly upon the same terms, 
who have always been satisfied, and make no complaints. It grieves me 
much,” Rothsebild indignantly proceeds, “to perceive you making use of 
such-like expressions, as that I do business with none but swindling 
houses. I can assure you, Sir, that there is not a house with whom lL 
have transactions which is not, both for respectability and_ solidity, 
equal to your own.” “Are the first and richest houses in London 
and Hamburg swindlers?” he asks—and then proudly he exclaims, “ It is 
such with whom I do business. After having been established here in trade 
more than four years, I can prove to anyone that I never lost a single penny 


through any of my customers, and never made a bad debt ; which I presume 


would not have been the case had my businnss been principally with 
swindlers. I must beg you, Sir,” he demands severely, in conclusion, “ that 
you will retract the expression. If you are determined not to take the 
chest | must dispose of it elsewhere as soon as I can; but indeed you have 


always so many scrupules /sic) to make over goods that it is rather a pain: 


However, I hope to be able to 
please you better in future, as there is no man abhors complaints and

Rothschild evidently felt deeply the tone of Mr. Levy's letter as the 
personal note to this lettter is the only one signed “ Rothschild ” in Hebrew 
characters. It starts as usual, “Lieber Freund,” and immediately takes 
up Mr. Levy’s charge that he did business with “ Leute die nicht gut sind.”

The letters that follow ask for instructions as to the mode of despateh

Business continued to be transacted until April 1805, when once more 
Rothschild has to write a stinging letter,a missive that evidently marks 
the termination of the relations between the two traders.

COUNCILLOR JACOB MOSER, J.P. 


LORD MAYOR OF BRADFORD. 


Yesterday Councillor Jacob Moser was elected Lord Mayor of Bradford. 


Mr. Moser is entitled to be called a son of the city, for in Bradford it was 
that be launched on a business career which 
enabled him to be identified with pthblie life 
and public works. A tative of Kappeln 
(Sehlei), in Prussia, where he was born on 
November 28th, 1839, he has resided in. Brad- 
ford since 1863. He left his home in 1851. for 
education: in Hamburg, and after atime 
returned to his native place, where he was 
apprenticed to bis father’s retail business, 
subsequently leaving again for Hamburg to 
take up a position as clerk. in an export 
business. Three years later he was given a 
responsible position, and remained at it. in 
Paris for two years, 1861-3. He left’ Paris at 
the beginning of 1863 for Bradford, where he 
was to represent the business of William 
Herelle, and as traveller and. manager’ he 
acted in the firm's interest to the end of 1866, 
With the beginning of 1867 Mr. Moser trans- 
ferred himself-to the tirm of Jonas Simonsen 
and Co., as their traveller nearly all over 
Europe, remaining with it till IS72, the year 
: when, with Mr. Kdelstein, the firm of Edel- 
tein, Moser and Co., export merchants, was established in Bradford. 
“rom a small beginning they worked up a prosperous business, and in 1902 
\ir. Moser retired to devote his time and energy to publie work. 

For many years he has taken an active part in a great number of the 
eharitable institutions of Bradford, beginning with the Charity Organisation 
Society, the Prisoners’ Aid Society, the Bradford Royal Infirmary, the Board 

which be joined in 1883, and the Children’s Hospital, of which he is a 
Vice-President. About ISS6 he became a member of the Couneil of 
the Technical College, a Vice-President and Hon. Treasurer, until its 
nunicipalisation. Mr. Moser was the one whe took the first steps 

secure that object, and was in fact Chairman of the sub-Committee, whieh 
was appointed to report on the desirability of the suggested step, and asa 
esult of whose deliberations the scheme was successfully carried through. 
\umerous charitable gifts may be attributed to the new Lord Mayor. When 
\lr. Moser retired from business life, hedistributed a substantial sum among 
the workpeople and employes of the firm. In 108, he founded an endowment 
fund of £10,000 to provide a fund called * The Benevolent und for the Aged 
Workpeople of the City of Bradford,” and from which are distributed sums 
{ from 3s. to os. a week among thirty-five to forty old pensioners of sixty 
years and upwards, The recipients are deserving workpeople, and the sums

‘are given them until they attain the age of seventy, when they are 


transferred to the Government list of pensioners. He has been a large con- 
ributor to the Roval Infirmary, Children’s Hospital, and some other 
titutions. 
When Mr. Moser came to Bradford there was no Jewish congregation. 
The first effort in the direction of communal equipment was the provision of 
iccemetery. After this attention was turned towards religious instruction. Dr. 
Strauss was appointed, and he conducted services op Fridays and Saturdays 
at the old Masonie Hall in Salem Street, where festival services were also 
held. Aftera time the Bowland Street Synagogue for the Bradford congre- 
-atiou of British and foreign reformed Jews was built, Mr. Moser helping 
considerably in its establishment. 

Mr. Moser has been connected with the Zionist movement since 1900, 
iid was an intimate friend of Dr. Herzl. He has given large sums for the 
erection of the Hebrew Gymnasium at Jaffa and is a generous contributor to 
‘he Bezalel. He established the Herzl Memorial Hospital at Leeds to which 
ic is a liberal contributor. 

Mr. Moser is a life member of the Schiller Verein, a founder of the 
bradford City Guild of Help and a member of the Executive Committee, a 
member of the Board of Management of the Children’s Hospital, and Com- 
viittee of the Nutter’s Orphange, Bradford.. He entered the City Council as 
i representative for Manningham Ward, following which he sat for Heaton 
Ward (1901-4). .For three years he filled the Aldermani¢ position for Man- 
hingham, and since 1907 he has represented Little Horton Ward. In 1909 
‘ir. Moser was elected an honorary freeman of the town of Kappeln Schlei, 
russia, his native place, and has received from the German Emperor the dis- 
‘inction of the Red Eagle Order IV. He has been magistrate for the City of 
bradford since 1895. Mrs. Moser has long been associated with works of 
charity, and movements especially associated with infantile mortality. 
“ince coming to Bradford in 1875, the year of her marriage, she has taken a 
sreat interest in child-life, and especially in the creche or infants’ nursery 
which she established in Wynne Street, White \bbey, its maintenance being 
shared by Mr. Moser and the late Mr. Bernard Cohen. Mrs. Moser spent 
‘en years of her life as a member of the Bradford Board of Guardians, and 
‘or a period of three years occupied the position of Vice-Chairman. She 
lirected special attention to the well-being of the children and the sick. 
‘irs Moser was also connected with the foundation of the Guild of Help. 


_ Alderman H. B.PRIESTMAN, in moving the election of hissuccessor, Alderman 
Moser, after giving an account of his career, said that they wished, through 
iim, to show some honour to the foreign colony in Bradford. Speaking of 
the new Lady Mayoress, he said Mrs. Moser was known throughout the 
whole city. He ventured to say there was only one single feeling in regard 
to her, and that was, that she thoroughly deserved the position she was 
about to oceupy. There were many poor people in Bradford to-day who 
recognised her as their benefactress, and loved her not only for help but 
kindly sympathy. Possessed not only of a warm and sympathetic heart, 
sound judgment, and cultured intelligence, she had also what was a most 
uncommon thing—commonsense. She was admirably adapted to fill the 
position, and he wished both Mr, and Mrs. Moser a pleasant time during the

NOTES ON NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Mr. Israel Zangwill's “Italian Fantasies’ (Heinemann, price 6s.), con” 
tains some of- his most brilliant work in the realms alike of art. criticism, and 


One hardly knows which to. admire most, the acute- 
ness of observation, the wealth of information, the directness of vision, or 
the flow of originality in this remarkable book. It contains some matters of 
specific Jewish interest. -the chapter entitled the “ Carpenter's Wife ” being 
a case in point. The book will, no doubt, be one of the most popular of the 
season. 

A second edition of “ Talmudic Sayings,” by Rabbi Henry Cohen, of 
Texas, has been issued by the Bloch Publishing Company of New York (price 
o0 cents). A number of well-chosen sayings, all of them brief, are arranged 
under alphabetica! headings. Sometimes the translation is not exact as in 
“Cleanliness is next to godliness,’ which is, substantially though not 
literally the meaning of the Talmudic maxim. There are, by the way, no 


references, a regrettable omission. The little book is so bright and so fullof 


wit and wisdom that it deserves a wide welcome. | | 

The same firm has published a short “History of the Jews,” .by 
Dr. Gotthard Deutsch, of the Hebrew Union College. This is a capital 
text book on original lines, and teachers will do well to procure copies. 
Its 112 pages are rich in matter; the little book is in fact a real advance on 
its predecessors. It costs 60 cents. 

The fame of Bialik is spreading. Armando Sorani has prepared an 
account of the poet's life, and an Italian version of some of his Hebrew 
poems. “Dai poemi di Ch. N. Bialik,” is published at Florence, by the 
Tipografia Galileiana. 

The progress of Hebrew as a living language in Palestine is peeuliarly 


-emphasised by the publication of Cantor A. Z. Idelsohn’s 33°37 NN, Hebrew 


manual on the principles of musie. The musical notation is the ordinary 
one to which we are accustomed, but has to be read from right to left. The 
same author promises a volume of songs for children. Let us hopethat when 
this forthcoming book is ready oar [:nglish school-children will be introduced 
to it. | 

The “Journal of Theological Studies ” contains a eulogistie notice of 
Mr. Montefiore’s book on the Gospels. The writer is Dr. H. L. Jackson, one 
of the best English authorities on the criticism of the Gospels. He finds 
much indeed to praise. Those who are not too prejudiced to listen to the 
truth about Mr. Montefiore’s work, will be interested to see that Dr. Jackson 
thinks the book * too Jewish in its postulates and conceptions, I had almost 
said its prejudices.” | 

The Oxford Society of Historical Theology has printed for private 
circulation its usual abstract of proceedings.’ Summaries are given of 
several papers, among them “ The Babylonian Background of the Old Testa- 
ment,” by Professor Sayce, who holds that ‘a considerable part of the 
earlier literature of the Old Testament ” was originally written in cuneiform. 
The evidence so far produced, however, is extremely unconvincing. ‘ To 
the Assyriologist, indeed, the most convincing evidence is the ease and 
naturalness with which so much of the Old Testament text can be turned 
into Assyrian.” But how does this convince? Hebrew and Assyrian are 
closely allied languages, and it is quite natural that one is easily translated 
into the other. When Professor Sayce, or any other investigator, produces 
a single scrap of Hebrew written in cuneiform, then the theory will be 
better worth discussing. At present it is a mere hypothesis, with some- 
thing to support it, but that something is not strong enough to bear the 
weight of the superstructure raised upon it. 

To “The International Journal of Apocrypha” Mr. Segal contributes 
an admirable article on ** Hebrew in the Period of the Second Temple.” In 
it he further supports his view that the Mishnaic Hebrew was nota mere 
invention of the learned, but that it was a natural development of spoken 
Hebrew. 

While no doubt a considerable proportion of the Jews in Babylon must have 
exchanged at an early date their Hebrew for Aramaic as their mother tongue, Hebrew, 
nevertheless, continued for generations to be cultivated for literary purpose and also 
as a medium of speech for everyday life, not only in Palestine but also in Babylonia, 
particularly in those sections of the p2ople who had preserved a special devotion 
to the religious and national traditions of their fathers. Thus. 150 years after the exile, 
we tind the Babylonian Jéws Ezra and Nehemiah using Hebrew as their regular 
mode of expression. The indignation felt by Nehemiah when he noticed (Neh. xiii. 
24) that the offspring of mixed marriages “spake half-in the speeen of Ashdod and 
could not speak in the Jews’ language” (ie., Hebrew) proves conclusively that the 
Jewish circles in Babylonia from which Nehemiah had sprung, as also the Jews in 
Palestine among whom he moved, both used Hebrew as their daily language. 
With the estsblishment Ezra’s reforms in Palestine, the centre of 
gravity of Jewish life and religion was transferred’ permanently from Babylon to 
Palestine, and asa consequence, the Jews in the Eastern Diaspora (Babylon) speedily 
became. completely Aramaized in their speech. In Palestine, however, Hebrew 
gained, through the activity of Ezra and Nehemiah, a new and prolonged lease of 


life. but in so doing it had to make a compromise with its powerful Aramaic rival. - 


and to surrender many of its most distinctive and most precious characteristics, and 
at the same time to admit into its vocabulary a host of Aramaic or Aramaized words 
and expressions, which completely altered the character of the language. Thus a 
new Hebrew Was evolved .. which we designate Mishnaic, because the Mishnah—. . 
has come down to us in this dialect. ; 

This theory of what had occurred has much to commend it, and Mr. 
Segal’s exposition is as clear as the theory is ingenious. 

The latest instalment of Lazarus Goldschmidt's German translation of 
the Babylonian Talmud (Leipzig, Harrassowitz) contains Tractate Nazir. 

The Times of Saturday contains a long and highly favourable view 
of Mr. Sidney Mendelssohn’s “South African bibliography,’ which was 
fully reviewed here a few weeks back. Mr. Mendelssohn is receiving the 
reward he deserved, the appreciation of all who are happy enough to: make 
the aciuaintance of his * model bibliography,” as the Times justly terms it. 

HEINE.* | 

In the firmament of modern poetry, Heine shines [forth one of the 
brightest and purest of constellations. The nineteenth .century was 
especially prolific in men of second rank, who, by’ their very multitude, pre- 
vented any but the very greatest from rising above their level, but of the 
few very great men of the era since the French Revolution, Heine was one 
who as a singer could claim comradeship with the sweetest singers of all 
times. In the eyes of posterity, of the poets of the nineteenth century few 
very few, will survive. J .

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very few, one of the purest has issued forth from her. The production of 
a Heine is almost sufficient justification for all the vicissitudes which 
German Jewry suffered during the centuries which preceded his birth, 
vicissitudes which in themselves contributed to the creation of the perfect 
singer. 

Heine was in one. sense the personification of the Jewish race. By no 
blinding of oneself to realities can his life be considered a happy or evena 
not unhappy one. His sufferings, mental and physical, were due to both 
external and internal causes. A child of the Jewish race he felt far more 
deeply than did the sluggish Teutons or the lighthearted Gauls among whom 
he dwelt. Words or actions which would have passed by his neighbours 
without disturbing them pierced him to the heart, and thus the hyper. 
sensitiveness which he owed to his ancestry and to their environment 
materialised in him in almost a life-long agony. His race, however, did not 
display itself in this extreme sensitiveness alone. To his ancestors also he 
owed that doggedness and that perseverance which enabled him to fight the 
battle of life undaunted until the last day, keeping his great mind and 
brave spirit from being submerged by the terrible circumstances by which 
he was surrounded. His keen and irrepressible sense of humour which saw 
the humourous aspect of every occurrence was also essentially Jewish, for 
it is this gift and this gift alone which has preserved the Jewish race unti! 
to-day, through agonies and sufferings which would have otherwise long ago 
annihilated it. Jewish also were the kindred gifts of satire and cynicism, 

English literature has been sensibly enriched by the translation of 


Heine's Memoirs, for in these two volumes we get a study, written for the 


most part by the subject himself, of the psychology of one of the most 
interesting minds of this century. To a considerable extent these two 
volumes consist of intimate letters, not written for publication or with the 
expectation that they would ever be read by any but those to whom they 
were in the first instance addressed. Thus the self-consciousness of the 
autobiographer, the straining after effect, the watchfulness of the gallery, 
are missing from these volumes. The letters are written from the heart. 
and give as clear a picture as can ever be available of the soul of the 
writer. It must not be thought that these volumes are in any sense a 
biography of Heine. They are not intended to be such, nor would the form 
which Dr. Karpeles adopted be capable of being adapted to that of biography. 
In reading these volumes one must ignore the material facts of Heine's 
career, even when they come to the surface in the course of the pages. 
They must be taken merely as a study of his mind and temperament. As a 
study of the psychology of the poet, as a biography of the mind and soul they 
nust be read. Nevertheless, occasional notes in elucidation of difficult 
allusions in the text would have been welcome. The editor's desire ty 
obtrude as little of his own personality as possible can well be understood, 
but this determination ought not to be carried to too great extremes, and i/ 
he had favoured his readers with occasional notes, the value of his work 
would have been decidedly enhanced. 

A book such as this does not give itself to quotation or even to detailed 
deseription. If the hold outlines of the work are described, saflicient has 
been done in this direction. The only suitable direction to our readers is 
to read the two volumes from the first page to the last and to read them a 
second time. Nevertheless, on an occasion such as this it is excusable to 


memoirs. 
First among these is the great influenee exercised by Rahel von Varn 
hagen and Moses Moser, which pervades a very considerable portion of the 


life depicted in these volumes. The former was during a long period o! 


Heine’s career his inspiration; the latter was for even a longer period 
perbaps his closest friend. Bodrne also, as is to be expected, looms large in 
portions of what is in certain respects a diary of Heine's life. At first he 
appears as a friend of the poet, but later, as is well known, estrangemen! 
ensued, and the fourteenth chapter of the fourth book is devoted entirely 
to this other German-Jewish exile, who is portrayed in none too favourable « 
light. Heine, despite his greatness, had many failings, and his attitude to 
possible rivals often adopted asomewhat petty form. Readers of these volumes 


. will also learn much of Heine's family relationship, not only with his closest 


connections, but also with his Uncle Salamon, of Hamburg, and the latter's 
children. In every aspect these volumes and their contents are essentially 
human, and no-one should let the opportunity of reading and re-reading 
them pass. | A. M.-H. 

THE “JEWISH REVIEW.” 


The fourth number of the Jewish Review has many good things 
in it, and compares favourably with its predecessors, though there 
is no item of the outstanding interest of “Achad Ha’am’s” criticisi 
of Mr. Montefiore’s “Synoptic Gospels” which appeared in the last 
issue. A reply to his strictures is contributed by the Rev. Harry 5 
Lewis, who writes in a minor key, taking up the attitude of the 
rabbi of the story, who told conflicting parties appearing before him 
that they were quite right, and then when his wife ‘remonstrated 
with him for this “ hedging,” soothed her with the words, “ You are quite 
‘right, my dear!" Such a method may not carry conviction, but it does tend 
to remove the sting from a somewhat acrimonious controversy. Mr. Lewis 
obviously attempts to cast oil on the troubled waters. It is refreshing to 
find him joining hands with those who plead for the maintenance of Jewish 
distinctiveness. He recognises that the solution of many religious questions 
will not be Jewish or Christian, but universal. “In this sense,’ he says, 
‘there is no future for a ‘ creed in a corner,’ to use Mr. Montefiore’s plirase.

sored its existence altogether, 


Po fessor Schechter adds that the scientific movement began long before the 
isormng of Reform, and he lays special stress on the work of the Wilna Gaon 
who, he declares, laid the foundations of textual criticism. What the 


writer emphasises most of all is the vast field of Jewish scholarship that 
still remains unexplored. Even in the domain of history, in spite of the 
monumental work of Graetz and others, much remains to be done. Professor 
Schechter indicates many important sources that were not available in 
iyaetys day. He particularly refers to the treasures which have been 

rthed in the East and which the great scholars of a former generation 
did not live to see. He concludes with a rhapsody concerning the store-. 
house which he himself has explored with such success, the Cairo Genizah, 
“whieh, with the abundance of its material, the variety of its contents, and 
the wealth of its historical documents, has made us all feel that the light 
has come again from the East, illumining our past and strengthening our 
hope for the future, as no other event in the scholarly world during the last 
eeuturies had done.” * Verily,” exclaims Professor Schechter, in conclusion, 
“the life of the student is now worth living.” 

\ brief account of the other contents of the review must suffice. Mr.

THE SPANIARD AT HOME. 


in his “Home Life in Spain” (Methuen), Mr. S. L. Bensusan has 
succeeded in giving usa very complete description of the Spaniard as he 
really is chez lui. Mr. Bensusan has not been content to give another 
picture of travel in the peninsular to be added to the many that have 
followed George Burrows’ classical work and which have given to the world 
impressions of Spain and her people as they appear to the trayeller. Mr. 
Bensusan lias- lived among the people and has got to know them and their 
Ways, habits, doings, aspirations, in short their whole life from as it were 
the inside. He knows the Spanish man and woman as they are at school, at 
eollege, in the kitchen, the drawing room and: the patio, when in the 
Cathedral or the market place, in town or in country. And, a fascinating 
story he tells of a fascinating people, a people and a country that must 
ssess a strong interest for Jews, since one of the most glorious chapters 
of Jewish history was unfolded in Spain as in the same country was 
passed one of the most shameful of its epochs. Here and there Mr. 
Bensusan’s book casts a useful sidelight on the career of our people in the 
peninsular. His descriptions of Spain and her life sometimes incline us to 
understand—and forgive—Jews who idolised Spain as Zion. Here and there 
we come to understand,-:if not appreciate, the force that induced our people 
So to assimilate to Spain and her people as to become more Spanish than the 
Spaniard. There is apparently only one aspect of Spanish life at which the 
author“ jibbed.” Jew as he is, he describes in masterly and intimate fashion 
(ie cathedrals, the religious celebrations, the saint days, the ecclesiastical 
Governmeat and strivings in Spain. But the pig and its place in culinary 
Spain, which is a most important one, our author turned over to another. 
Mr. Sensusan’s volume is richly adorned with several interesting photo- 
&ripts, most of which we imagine are the produc? of his own camera.

THE CARE OF CHILDREN. | 


lt is barely a year since Dr. Bernard Myers published his popular 
‘Manualon the“ Care of Children-from Babyhood to Adolescence” (Henry 
\impton, Holborn, E.C., price 1s. 6d. paper, and 2s.6d.eloth). The popularity 
of the book among mothers and nurses is sufficiently attested by the demand 
‘or a second edition, which has now appeared. This book has been exceed- 
ingly well received by the reviewers in the medical journals, and, as these 
writers generally look with suspicion upon medical works which appeal to 
the public, it may be taken for granted that they have formed a very high 
opinion of this manual. The author has succeeded in maintaining a uniform 
Siplicity of diction, and a plain, straightforward style of expression which 
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make their direct appeal to those for whom the book is intended. The scope 
of the book is most comprehensive, and it does not fail to set down even the 
most obvious precautions which are necessary in the care of children. It 
even instructs the nurse to look well around before crossing a road to make 
sure that no motors are coming. This new edition presents but little 
variation from its predecessor, except that a very brief and rather inadequate 
list of books suitable for children has been added and also an appendix 
showing how to prepare milk mixtures without special apparatus.

THE BREAD, MEAT AND COAL CHARITY : 

A Scandalous State of Affairs. | '

TO THE EDITOR OF THE ** JEWISH CHRONICLE.’’ 


Sirk,—I have just seen the annual appeal which this society issues for 
donations and subscriptions. The language employed in begging for funds 
is pathetic. Weare told of the deserving poor, of the intensity of their 
suffering during the winter months, of the distress of those sorely in need 
of food and fuel. And, the Jewish public is asked to come to the aid of 


“this ancient society,” so that a larger number of those who lack and suffer 


hunger may be relieved of their burden of poverty. 

Does the Society mean all this, or is it only cant? I am impelled to 
ask, because a glance at the balance-sheet exhibits the fact that it has tucked 
away in safe investment the large sum of nearly £20,000, which is being with- 
held from the faint and the weary and lent to governments and railways, who 
reap the benefit of the capital, while to the poor is doled out the interest. 
The whole expenditure by this Society for those in whose behalf they have 
ransacked the dictionary of woe, is under £2,000. If it be true that it 
really may have to send many empty away, is it not scandalous that it allows 
“ deserving ” people to shiver and starve through the winter while it keeps 
sufficient for ten years of its doles, on its present scope, carefully locked up 
in its fat coffers of funded property? — 

A charity is not—or ought not to be—a business concern run for the 
sake of amassing capital. Nor has this particular Charity a business side in 
theshape of some large establishment to maintain, which warrants the building 
up of a fund against certain contingencies. A successful charity is not the 
one which gathers in most money, and assuredly nov the one which manages 
to retain in investment the largest aggregation of wealth. It is the one 
that is able to distribute with best effect the greatest proportioa of the 
means with whichit is entrusted. No charity which spends under £2,000 
per annum and retains some £20,000 worth of amassed capital can be said 
to be doing its duty to the objects for which it was founded and for which it 
is supposed to exist. 

Maybe some of this funded wealth consists of legacies bequeathed to 
the society conditionally upon its being invested and the proceeds only 


applied to current needs. The balance-sheet is silent upon this point. But 


assuming my surmise be correct, the society is not guiltless, for there are 
means well-known whereby the stupidities of testators can be rectified. 

In any case, it appears to me shameful that a society should possess ten 
times more in funded wealth than it requires for a year's activities and yet 


_ have to confess that, sitting on its securities, it will see men, women and 


children perish during the coming winter unless the public pocket is touched 
by their plaintive appeal, but on no account will it deplete its hoard. 

Of course, this is good finance. But that is exactly my complaint; for 
good finance is something bad charity! I would say to this society whata 
great Jew, who has recently come in for much attention of far lesser Jews, 
said to the young man who asked of him, What lack [ yet ?—“ If thou wilt 
be perfect go and sell that thou hast and give to the poor and thou shalt 
have treasure in heaven! ”’

The Shiraz Raid. 

The CHAIRMAN read the following letter, which had been received from 
the Alliance Israclite:— 

DéEar Sin,— We have just received fron: Shiraz (Persia) the most alarming news 
A {irst-telewram-from our Direetor advises us that.a@ riot has broken out against the 
Jewish population accused of murder .by the Mussulmans, and. that the. Jewish 
quarter has been sacked A seeond despatch Ppreclse, and endorsed as correct 
by the Consular Agent of the British Consulate, informs us that the Jewish quarter 
at Shiraz has been totally sacked and devastited. that fifteen Jews have been killed or 
wounded, and that 5 000 of Our coreligionists are in the most terrible distress wo 
steps become necessary in the face of such a sad situation, and .we invite your. co 
operation lt isprimarily of importance to send urgent assistance to our unfortunate 
brethren. We have sent them by telegraph a tirst instalment by wav of-relief. [tis 
desirable at the same time to ask the representatives of European Powers in Persia 
to make urgent representations in order to secure th: restoration of order and the 
punishinent of those responsible. 

Some months ago’ serious disorders broke out at Shiraz, a monitor.of our school 
being assassinated tn the open street. In consequence of this crime we asked the 
Minister of | oreign Affairs to make energetic representations to the Persian Govern 
ment. Barely eight days ago we were tuformed-by hittin that all necessary measures 
had been taken with a view to safeguarding the security of the Jewish population, 
and the Minister communicated to us the text of an order by the Cmef of Police at 
“hiraz, prohibiting the Mussulman population, under the most severe penalties, from 
waking any attempt on the life and property of the Jews. On receipt of the 
telegrams, of which we have informed you, we again approached the Minister, and 
asked hira to give telegraphic instructions to the kirench Minister at Teheran. 

We should be very much obliged if you would, on your part, inform the Foreign 
Office of these unfortunate events, and implore immediate action on behalf of our 
coreligionists at Shiraz. We should also be very grateful if the Anglo-Jewish 
Assoclation would give us pectimary support for the relief of these thousands of 
souls plunged into the most profound distress, and to whose assistance the bonds of 
brotherhood impel us to hasten °

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FEDERATION OF SYNAGOGUES.

LORD SWAYTHLING ON AMALGAMATION, 

A meeting of the Federation of Synagogues was held on Tuesday at the 
Jewish Working Men’s Club, Great Alie Street, Lord Swaythling, President, 
in the chair. | 

The PRESIDENT stated that a letter had been received from a member of 
the Board suggesting that 5 o'clock was too early for working men to attend 
meetings. He placed himself at the disposal of the Board. 

On the motion of Mr. H. L. HARRIS the matter was left to the discretion 
of the President 


President’s Address. 


The PRESIDENT said that not much had occurred since the last meeting to 
eallfor comment. hey had still to oppose the attacks on Judaism which con- 
tinued quietly and were, perhaps, all the more important on that account. The 
gentleman whom he might call * Vinegar the Son of Wine,” by his activity 
in the East End had necessitated his appointing three visiting ministers, and 
the reports he received from them, directly or indirectly, showed that they 
were doing exceedingly good work. They wanted to hold their own and 
they were doing that. He believed they were going further and were getting 
adherents to the observance of the Law. There was still the fact that two 


orthodox institutions, the Jews’. Infants School and the Westminster Jews’. 


Free School continued to be controlled by Mr. Claude.G. Mentefiore. Hedid 
not think any of them considered that an honourable course for Mr. 
Montefiore to pursue, and if he could not himself judge as to the propriety of 
keeping hold of orthodox institutions, he ought to ask some of his practical 
friends who would, he felt sure, give him wrong. He thought the trustees 
he had appointed would only be dving their duty if they advertised again 
for an ortkodox minister suitable for the Federation. They had been 
delayed, but they were now able to guarantee eleven years at a salary of 
e500 a year. Then there was the question of the New Synagogue. It was 
not a Federation question, and they wanted to keep the Federation out of it. 
Personally, he objected to the destruction of a building in fine condition 
like the New Synagogue, and of any place of worship that was not in.a 
dilapidated state. Perhaps the legacy of £20,000 which he was pleased to 
know had been left to the United Synagogue would induce them to forbear 
from touching that beautiful building. Mr. Landau, the Vice-President, 
and himself, were in full aceord as to coming into an alliance with 
the United Synagogue. The Federation had now fifty congregations 
and was likely to increase, whereas the United Synagogue had not 
half that number. They wanted to invite, if possible, all the orthodox 
elements in the community, in order to have a united force to 
help in the cause they had so much at heart... They had ‘on two or 


three oceasions made proposals to the United Synagogue; now they | 


must see what the | nited Synagogue wished. Any proposal which would 
safeguard the independence of tne Federation would be considered. There 
was always danger of inroads on their faith. Berkeley Street seemed to be 
going further and further away. Reform was like an intoxicant—the more 
one got the more one found the necessity to continue. He trusted that with 
the united forces at their disposal they would be able successfully to oppose 
any such movement. There was one other small matter to which he desired 
to refer. A spiteful attack on the Federation had been made by the Rev. 
J. F. Stern who, at a meeting of the Board of Guardians when the legacy 
‘to synagogue of the poor Jews ” was discussed, criticised the decision of 
the judge and also allowed himself to say that the Federation did nothing 
for the poor. Mr.Stern seemed to have Philpot Street on the brain, and 
therefore attacked the Federation. He had not thought it worth while to 
reply to Mr. Stern in the Press, as all of them considered his statement 
great nonsense.

SIR,-You have permitted me on previous occasions, at the commence- 
ment of the winter season, to address you on behalf of the Society of Pro- 
moters of Charity. This institution is now in the seventieth year of its 
activity, having been founded in 1810. So it is no mushroom charity, and so 
well established is it in the confidence of the community that I ventare to 
think that the majority of your readers will only need to be reminded of its 
claims to rally to its support, Some of them may wish to celebrate its 
venerable birthday by the exercise of a special generosity. Last vear, by 
the exertions of its members and the liberal support of the public, it was 
enabled to distribute L1,S80U tickets, representing £740. This year, in view 
of the circumstances just referred to, it is to be hoped that something like 
£1,000.may be collected. Aid is only granted after due investigation to 
those necessitous poor who have been redaeced to poverty through mis- 
fortune, and who, in many cases, would shrink with natural reluetanee from 
publicly appealing for aid. Soms of the recipients of our bounty were found 
to be destitute of food and firing in the bitterest depths of winter; the 
distress of others was of a more temporary character, and was caused by 
the inability of the breadwinner to obtain work. Such eases will present 
themselves every year, and it is to meet them that theS clety is now making 
its appeal to the beaevolent for the winter of 1910—IL1. |

One of thenew features of the schoo! was the formation of 
Hebrew and Religion Classes for those who were backward in those subjecis. The 
Committee were considering new developments in the dOmestic*training for the 
girls. At present, cookery, dressmaking and laundry. classes were being held, but 
with the assistance of the London County Council it was proposed to cover a wider 
field. On behalf of the Committee he expressed thanks’ to the douors ofthe prizes. 

[n asking Miss Adler to distribute the awards, the CHAIKMAN observed that they 
were very fortunate in having Miss Adler to perform that duty, particularly 
when they remembered her historical connection with the School, and appreciated

It had been One of his privileges to come to live in the East End: from a ditlerent

together in East London, and those who dwelt in Edst London, Jews and others, 
could meet together on a base of mutual respect and friendliness. He recalled 
that last year, his old and dear friend, Mr. Lewis, had presided over a similar 
function. One of the greatest debts he owed to Toynbee Hall was that it had given 
him the friendship of that honourable man who did so much for that great school. 
That fact would always make him (Mr. darvey) interested in its weifare, because he 
kKuew that in the Rev. H.S. Lewis London had had one of its truest and best citizens, 
aud England bad still one of its noblest sois. <A few days ago he had taken the 
Opportunity of unexpectedly visiting the schools while the children were at work 
He was delighted to see under what good conditions the work of the school was 
being carried on; aschool of which the parents, the scholars and the Committee 
coitld. be proud. He wassorry to admit there were a good number of schools in 
London not working. under such good conditions [he teachers were 
fortunate, as in hardly any class were there more than. forty) pupils. He 
referred to the splendid new hall in which it must be a pleasure to perform 
gymnastic exercises He was able tu say, from observation, that the pupils showed 
a kKeenness in their studies and that the teachers exhibited the utmost Interest 


in their charges He had been present one afternoon when the little infants 
were reciting their midday prayer before departing for their homes for the 
inidday meal. That prayer had been uttered in the truiy reverent and in 
the devotional spirit that was inculcated in the children, and he thought 


that the very life of the school lay in the high re 
on: throughout. He asked those who were about to leave school and take 
their partin industriallife to feel that their education was not over. The work of the 
school should make everybody feel that their education was only beginning. Boys 
and girls should always strive to develop their powers to the full and continue 


the work they did im the school by joining the continuation classes. A 
great deal of the bookstuff they learnt at School slipped out of memory 


after connection with the school had .beeu severed, but they would take one lesson 
out into the world with them, the lesson that was taught them that whatever 
they undertook they must put their heartinto. They must throw themselves into 
their work cheerfully. children would have learnt the greatest lessous at the 
school if they would have learnt what was meant by diligence, cheerfulness and com- 
radeship. Their school had attained its present high position through comradeship 
and the voluntary work of a great number of men and women, some of them now 
passed away, some who were seated on that platform, who had given their time and 
The children also owed a great debt to 
those who were striving to make their lives good and were bringing ont all that was 
bestin them. He, of course, referred to the teachers who were doing far more than 
they were paid for, and if the chil lren brought diligence, cheerfulness and comradeship 
out into tia world with them they would be doing a great deal in paying back 
that debt and would help in making their City of London and the great country of 
England what thev ali wished them to be. (¢Cheers.)

HISTORY IN GAMES PLAYED BY CHILOREN.—Mrs. Lawrence Gomme 
delivered aninteresting address at the Royal Sanitary Institutethis week end, 
on “ Young Children’s Games.’ She said that many of these formed an 
important branch in the study of folk lore and helped to elucidate many 
unrecorded facts in their national history. They had been handed down 
from generation to generation, children taking as play that. which their 
ancestors regarded as serious. Many of the singing games to which she 
referred represented incidents in communal life. There was, for instance, 
the game of ** Here we come gathering nuts and may ” the incidents in which 
were typical of the old custom of inarriage by capture. “Three dukes 
arriving ” was another instance of asimilar kind, as was also “ Sally Waters.” 
Next to marriage came funeral customs, as shown in the game of “ Jenny,” 
in whieh a dirge was sung over “ Jenny " who, in some versions, came to life 
again, when one of the other girls cried: out “ohost!”. “Oranges and 
lemons,” so well known to the children of the present day, was typical of 
city life in the past, when it was usual to summon citizens to the market 
place for various purposes. The oranges and lemons represented not fruit 
but the colours of the opposing parties. Games connected with water, such 
aS * Draw'a pail of water fora lady's daughter,” could be traced to the very 
early days of well worship in England. The continuance of these games

Board inquiry last Monday into the application of the London County 
Council for powers to sell part of the White Hart Lane housing estate, 


Tottenham, owing to the poor letting of the property, reference was made 


to the gift of £10,000 made by Lord Swaythling several years ago, for the 
purpose of developing the Tower Gardens portion of the estate, The Chair- 
man of the Housing of the Working Classes Committee (Major Boscawen) was 


asked whether the wishes of Lord Swaythling had been followed in the 


matter of giving preferenee to residents from Whitechapel; and Major 
Boscawen replied that in receiving applications for tenancies such pre- 
ference was given.
